The World's fair of 1904 will be ap- 


proximately tvvfce as large as any for- 
mer international exposition. 


The Centennial Exposition at Phila- 


delphia covered 236 acres, the Paris 
Exposition of 1899-1900, 336 acres, the 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago, 633 
acres. 


The world's fair at St. Louis will 


cover 1180 acres. 


The construction cost of the Centen- 


ial Exposition was $8,500,000, that of 
the Paris Exposition was $9,000,000. 
The cost of the Columbian Exposition 
was estimated at $18,322,000 and the 
total cost was $27,250,000 


The estimated construction cost of 


the St. Louis world's fair is $30,000.i 
000, and its total cost will be upwards 
of $40,000,000 by the time the' work H 
completed. 


Before 
the exposition gates are 


open, the city of St. Louis will have 
expended the enormous sum of $20,- 
000,000. Of this amount $5,000,000 was 
appropriated for the fair through the 
municipal assembly. 
Citizens of St. 


Louis raised $5.000,000 additional cy 
private subscription. By popular vote 
at a special election the charter 
amendments were carried, which will 
enable the city to expend $10,000,000 
for street paving and other public im- 
provement!.

GABBLE ABOUT NEW STATES 


JU VCII of the gabble indulged in by those opposed 
ill 
to the admission of new States is very tire- 


some. There i^ an endless ringing of the changes up- 
on the injustice to the older States of allowing new 
ones to come in \\ ith their comparatively small popu- 
lation.s. If this argument had been made and had 
prevailed from the first no new States could ever have 
been admitted, for there have always been inequal- 
ities in wealth, resources, and population. These in- 
equalities exist today. 


Xew York contains more people that do all of the 


New England States combined. But Xew England 
has twelve senators while Xew York has but two. 
Mr. Beveridge of Indiana is leading the fight, or, 
at least, is doing most of the talking against the om- 
nibus statehood bill. And \et his own State has only 
about one-third the population of Xew York, and but 
« fraction over one-third of that of Pennsylvania. 
from which State hails the senator who is leading the 
fight in favor of admitting Oklahoma, Xew Mexico 
and Arizona. 


Mr. Be\eridge's argument simply proves, if tt 


proves anything, that he hav no equitable right to «it 
in the senate on equal terms with Qua;,, for the latter 
represents nearh three times as many people as Bcv- 
eridge does. 
But under our system of government 


the argument pro\o nothing at all. The senate rep- 
resents the «>overeit;nt\ of the States, and without 
the conscssinn of equal representation in that bodv, 
the American union could never have been formed. 
To clestnn that equality of representation 
would 


change the e-sential character of the American gov- 
ernment, and to attempt it would destroy the union 
itself, for it could never be held together upon any 
other basis. 


And after all ihii equality of representation does 


not tell so heavily against the larger States as at first 
.gbr^e it appear.-, to. Those States have a tremendous 
advantage in the lower house. Xew York, for ex- 
ample, has thirty-four members while Xevada has on- 
ly one. Upon any matter of special concern to Xew 
York her entire membership may vote as a tmit. This, 


tin practice, means more, much more, than thirty-four 
to one. because the one vote counts literally for noth- 
ing when pitted against thirty-four. 


But all this apart everybody knows that the argu- 


ment as made by Be\eridge is not made in good 
faith. If all of these territories were safely Republi- 
can for a long time to come, he would be redhot for 
their admission. The young senator from Indiana i: 
simplv one of those Republicans, of whom, unfortu- 
nately, there are too many, who do not know that 
Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis are both dead, 
and that the civil war ended a great many years ago.

U R. DEXTUN, of Lincoln County,'has introduc- 
III 
ed into the Assembly a bill increasing the sal- 


aries of the Governor's Private Secretary,• and the 
Deputies of the State officers from twelve hundred to 
eighteen hundered dollars annually. 


These proposed increases seem to be just and reas- 


. enable. The offices to which they apply are very im- 
portant, and can only be efficiently filled by men of 
education and capacity. It reciuircs as much ability 
properly to perform the duty of a Deputy as it docs 
to fill the principal office. 
In fact the Deputy fre- 


quently has the entire work of the office thrown up- 
on him, as the chief officer must necessarily at times 
be absent. The present salaries are entirely too low 
considering the character o£ their duties. 


Many miners, and even common laborers earn 


more in a month than the salary paid to the Deputy 
Secretary of State. 
These salaries were fixed at a 


time when the bottom seemed1 to have almost dropped 
>out of the State, and when the raising of sufficient 
money to run the State government was a problem 
vbich required nice calculation and close economy.

tribunal gets to work. The alliance has not been 
popular imEngland and that government may be glad 
of an excuse to break it. The'United States has been 
fortunate thus far in escaping any connection with 
the complications, but if Germany continues her ag- 
gressions, this country may be forced into the case. 
Germany's actions are not Well received at Rome and 
Italy may desert her as well as England. 


It is the traditional policy of the United States 


to avoid mixing up in international quarrels and this 
policy will doubtless be followed by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration as far as possible. The President may 
be hasty and impulsive, but his advsors are cautious. 
They will endeavor to prevent hm from making any 
breaks, such as- came near forcing him to att as arbi- 
trator of the whole matter. 


The Monroe doctrine is not at present involved. 


We have no neccessary quarrel with a European na- 
tion because.it bombards a South American town. 
So long as no attempt to seize territory is made, there 
appears to be no occasion for interference on,our part 
and ample assurances have been given that there is 
no intention to seize Venezuelan territory. But Ger- 
many does not regard the Monroe doctrine as of any 
force or standing in international law. Deserted bv 
her allies, chagrined at the manner in which her 
course has been regarded, she may undertake mor" 
severe measures the result of which are problematical. 
Ordinary people usually have little concern in foreign 
matters, but in this case there is a serious prospect 
that the United States may be directly involved and 
the whole affair is of as much consequence now a« 
any domestic matter.
